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A RATTLESNAKE INDUSTRY.

Ingenious Mcthad the Yankeces Have
of Carching Dangerons RRepriles,
They hunt the rattlesnake every sum-

mer in this country for his oil, which

is helieved to be a core for deafness,
and such is worth $2 an ounce, says an

Adams, Mass,, correspondent of the

New York World., But the Yunkee

hunter’s native ingenuity has hit upon

an ingenious method of ecapturing the
festive rattler, which may not be very
brave, hut is certainly very effective.

Choosing o red-hot summer day in the

dry season, the eattlesnake  hunter

saunters forth into the region where
the reptiles wre known to abound.

One man earries a lish-pole another

a shorp seythe. The dish-pole has

a  stout wire attached 1o ity and

there 15 an ordinary pickeral hook on

the end of the wire,  Moving cautiously
through the Freass 0 ns not Lo disturb
the sleeping snake, who is alwiys found
basking in the warm sun near n loose
ledgo or rocl, one of the men prods his
snnkeship more or less gently with the
flsh pole, being eareful also to hold the
hook invitingly near the rattler’s head,

Like any other sleeper suddenly in-
terreupted, the snake wakes up nngry,
makes a dart nt the nearest reitating
object, which is the fish hook, and very
accommodatingly allows the sharp tines
to penetrate his jaws., He may rattle
and hiss and \uu_ruh and writhe and
shoot out ounces of his dewdly poison,
but the poison meets hut the vaeant air.
The man with the fish pole holds the en-
trapped  rattlesnnke  at  a safe
distunce, while his comrade moves up
and, with one well-aimed blow of his
trusty seythe, severs the snuke’s head
from his budy, The body then is de-
posited in a bug and the hunters go in
search of other game.

The most fumous hunter of rattle-
snakes after this provineinl manner is
Isnne Spurr, who lives in the southen
part of the county, mear Mount Ever-
ott, o remon long noted for its snakes.
Spurr always goes out just before a
storm, for at thut time, he says, experi-
onee proves, the rattlor comes out of
his hole. He has caught thousands of
these snnkes in his time, and has ac-
quired such knowledge of their habits
that he can trap one every time. Yewrs
o he found them much more plenti-
ful and much lavger. He enught one
onece which was eleven foet long and
thirty-live years old, When  Spurre
dressed the snnke for his oil, he found n
young woodehuek in the stomach.
Spurr's roputation ns a snanke catchor
extends far and wide, and when the
zoological folks want o snuke for ox-
hibition they always drop Spurre a line,
and they are rarely (hmt]qunutml
Three rattlers mu-’]nl hy him were
takien to the Central park zoo and are
here now.
